Mr. Hawthomtbjvalte said- that In 
malcing such .a statfenierit, Mr. Fater- 
soh .was deliberately saying what he 
Icnew to be untrue. 

"Mr.iBrown argued that i.ijured worlc- 
mett.imlght. recover more than the in- 
demnity - .provided by the present 
amoi'dnieht at common law or under 
the; Employers' Liability Act. The 
worlcmen were, however, better satis- 
fled with an assurance o[ a certain 
Bpecined sum. He tliouKht Mr. H.aw- 
ttiornthwaite's proposal wa.s a reason- 
able one. 

Jlr. D.'ividsoii and Mr. Williams sup- 
])(5rte(l tlie mnMon. The latter argued 
tliiit the iiropcsed cnlarKeraent in the 
rate of insurance to workmen w.os con- 
sistent with rislr.H obtalnhiij in the 
ciuintry, 

Mr. Patorson said he liad been a 
worklnKOian all Ills life, and knew more 
In ten minutes about the conditions ob- 
laluini^- amont^.sl tht>n\ tlian the So- 
I'lalist nuMUbers could coiupn.ss in a 
lifetime. He advanced the statement 
tliiU the Iionest workmen of the prov- 
ince were not in favor of the measure 
iH'fot-e the House. 

Mr, Hawthornthwalte observed that 
ho WHS perhaps deserving of Mr. I'at- 
orson's rebuke. The present legisla- 
tion was not Socloilstic.. It emanated 
from the trades unions, who had found 
men among the Ltberai party willing 
to Introduce it in.fthe legislature. It 
was argued that.the bill was calculated 
to embarrass the sihall capitalist. Per- 
sonally, he coiiia ,n6t oppose It on tliat 
ground, as the smaller capitalist was 
being driven out naturally through the 
economic evolution now taking i)Iace. 
There was nothing radical about the 
present legislation. ; It had been adopt- 
ed by the raosti'Bdnservatlve countries 
in the world. EVen'^ ln Ru.ssia laws ex- 
isted for the conipensatlou ot worlc- 
men injured In accident, and the de- 
pendents of those who were killed. 

Mr. J. A. MacOonald pointed out that 
there were three courses open to work- 
men or their dependents suffering 
through accident. At common law they 
might lay claim for .-ui unlimited 
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diy's work -under the act. 
the ■' cbmi)etltion existing In the coal 
mining Industry, he contended that the 
legislature should not impose upon it 
an3' vexatious conditions whlcli might 
result disadvantageously to the indus- 
try in this province. The amendment 
he proposed would he an advantage to 
the men as well us to tho operators of 
the mines, and would remove a condi- 
tion from the bill which might lead to 
the closing down of coal mining opera- 
tions. 

Mr. Williams did not think Mr. Hall 
knew very mucli about coal mining 
matters. Three-fourths of the coal 
mines in the state of AVaslUngton were 
working eight hours a day at present, 
and, as a matter of fact, the elght- 
liour day had obtained in the Nanalmo 
colllerlos for the past llfteeu years. Tlie 
present bill was calculated simply to 
continue the s.yHtein elTectively. 

Jlr. Mclnnes said the bill of last 
year was pa.^sed with thQ understand- 
ing that it would not Interfere with the 
collieries of Vancouver Island. They 
now found that It would very materi- 
ally disturb two of the Island mines. 
If tlie House passed the present bill 
liie 'a\<r of last session would have full 
force and effect with respect to tin; 
Fernle mines. It would also disad- 
vantageously affect tho mines of Van 
couver Island inasinucli as It would cut 
llfty minutes from the day's work o£ 
the operatives, thus reducing their 
earning power. He agreed with Mr. 
Hall also that the <'ondltion Imposed 
miglit militate against tlie competing 
power ot the local industry as against 
tlie coal mines on tlie other side of the 
line. 1'he conditions of labor in the 
coal mines of the Island were excel- 
lent, and were so considered by min- 
ers who came from collieries in other 
parts of tho world. \Vliat reason was 
there for disturbing tho industry, and 
interjecting into it the possiliiUty of 
trouble both for tlie o|)eiati'i-.s and tlu' 
men ? 

Mr. Wright niovi'd the adjournment 
ot tiio debate.

where, 1ml that negotiations have 
coninieuced is still positively ilc- 
iiiiMl in all otlieial circles. The foreign 
olllce disclaims even having any kuowl- 
ed^'i" peace proposals. it is ([liito evi- 
dent, liowever, tliat wliile the lirst deliu- 
ile step may bo that at any moment an 
advauce further than indicatbd In the 
Associated Press despatches may bo 
made, tliis may be poatpoued indefinite- 
ly. 

Baron Hayashi, the Japanese minis- 
ter, declared to tho Associated Press to- 
night that he had information In regard 
to the anuouucemeut contained in the 
St. Petersburg despatches of the Asso- 
ciated Press, that Itussia hod iiulireetly 
made known to the Japanese tlio iie^'a- 
five conditions on "which peace might bo 
coiicIikIimI, naiiu ly, no cession of terri- 
tory and no indemnity, leaving .Tapaii to 
(hjlfrmiiio wlietlier peace negotiations 
could ho begun upon that basis, hut hu 
saici unreservedly that tlie terms tlion 
iiieiitioiied could not bo oven considered, 
ami added: "A cession of territory and 
indemnity are the only points negotiable, 
ns .Tapan's aiite-helhnn demands have al- 
ready been secured hy Japan." 

"SI. Takahaslii (the .Tapaiiese special 
financial commissioner) in an interviev,' 
today said to the Associated Pressi "The 
war cost between .$250,000,000 and 
,S300,0()0,000 the first year, and it is cs- 
tiiiiatod that it will cost .fli50,00O,000 
during tho present year. It would bo 
unprecedented hi the ■history of groat 
wars that no indemnity and no territory 
bo given up by the vanquished." 
Money and Territory Indemnity 
"While it is beyond^ mjr' province to 
discuss terms of peAce, I can express my 
personal 6piniou' as the war was forced 
upon Japan, it is not likely that she will 
waive the right to an indemnity and ces- 
sion of territory when coiiohuiing peace. 
AVIiat indemnity will he demanded I can- 
not say, hut it is my private ojiinioii that 
it will' at least cover tho expense of the 
war. If Russia assuinc> That a continu- 
ance of the w;ir ivill hurt our finances 
before hers it is a mistake. Wo can 
maintain a sulllriont arnn- in Manchuria 
to keep out tiio Russians indefinitely, but 
this will necessitate ,7apaii reinaiiiiug in 
Maneliuria and administering tlie pro- 
vico ou a -war, footing, which we, do not 
desire. Manchuria Is fertile -^nd',' pro- 
ductive, and an arrriy can be niaihtnhied 
there more economically than in the case 
of the opposing force in Siberia. If Rus- 
sia is prepared for the test of a war of 
'finances we are willing. The longer tho 
war lasts. tbe inore certain wo will bo 
that it will "not be resumed."

PEACE TALK IN JAPAN. 

Government and 'People. Say Nothing 
but; Saw Wood; 

Tokio, Jlareh 30. — The' .various, ru-t 
mors of peace coming CroDivEurppecahd 
America apparently do not affect the at- 
titude of the ilapaneso govcrumont and 
people towards tho war. The populuco 
re-echoes tho anaoiuicod ileclaration ^ of 
,iapan to push the military oiicratious 
nniuoved and undeterred by discussions 
of events in Russia or elsewhere. The 
.liji declares tliat the successive reverses 
have not affecteil Russia. Kmpeior 
'Nicholas, tho paper adds, is unwilling to 
sacrifice the prestige of Ids house or sur- 
render tho position ot controlling Jntiu- 
eiice Russia has lieretoiofe'-held among 
the powers of BuropBi -Field Marshal 
Oyania's army will cqntinue its forward 
niovonieut and uot/glyB-Bassia a breath- 
ing inornont. 

The Kokuniin pronounces tho war as 
useless and wasteful on the part ot Rus- 
sia, hut adds if Rtissla chooses to shut 
her eyes to tlie light of reasou. Japau 
will profit hy her blindness. 

Tiie Niidii Xiclii says Prnucc alone is 
<'aiiable of taking the initiative in induc- 
ing Russia to negotiate for peace, but it 
doubts if Russia' would accept France's 
ailvii-e. lieeause the iience terms will 
mean the death of the hureaueracy. 

Interest in tho War 
is shirting eastward. It is rumored that 
the Russians plan to ahaiidoii yakhalien 
when the harbors are free of ice. Tho 
Russians are slrengtheiiiiig the dofousi\-o 
positions nortli of the Tnnien river, Ko- 
rea, in the vicinity of Nimckun, north- 
west of Fossiot hay, and at points ou tho 
railway in tho vicinity of Niuguta (lUO 
miles oast by iiortli of Kirin). A good 
liighway extends from Possict bay north- 
ward to Ninguta, which joins Ithe Klrin 
road. 
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be permissible."

Budget Debate 
Mr. JIurphy continued the debate on 
the motion for supiily. He prefaced his 
rem.-u-ks by a disavowal of any per- 
siiiiai p.-elciislons to the position of 
niiaiicial critic of his parly or to a 
scat In the cabinot. Having in tho 
Iiast f,'iven support in the political 
arena to tliose wlio were not associated 
with the treasury lienches, he felt quite 
at home on tho opposition side. At 
the same time he predicted: that there 
would be a change of kdmlnlstration in 
the not distant future. Turning to 
those questions which had --been ex- 
posed In the statehieat of the finance 
minister, he took the ground that any 
prosperity which had come to the in- 
dustries of British Columbia of late 
years was due, not to the administra- 
tion of local affali-H, but to the gener- 
ous and progressive policy of tlie Do- 
minion government. Viewing certain 
matters which had transpired in coii- 
lu-ctloii with the formation ot the pres- 
ent govenunent, he expressed the opin- 
ion that Mr. HoiLston liad been treated 
unfairly, and huiiioroiisly discussed the 
various suggestions which had been 
floated as to cabinet posslldlities before 
the government liad lieen finally evolv- 
ed. I'^or insl;ince, the member for 
Skeena had claims which were not 
recognized. He moved the adjourn- 
ment of a debate on one occasion "until 
the goveriiiiient'H railway policy was 
brought down." The railway iiol!<!y liad 
not yet transidreil, and tlie member for 
.Skeena w;i.s still outsiile the cabinet 
ranks. While willing to congralul.ate 
llie government upon being able tt) 
form a cabinet at all, lie (-ould not con- 
gratulate them upon tho sc-lcctloiis 
which wore made. The president of 
the council was in a unique position. 
None • was more persuaded than the 
member for RIchmond lhat party poll- 
tic.i was an absolute farce. -True it

In this connection a foreign of- 
fice olllcinl said to the Associated Press 
lodav that he believed Japan -would oc- 
eiiiiv TIarbiu and also niaintnin the nu- 
cleus of a garrison in Maneliuria hy an 
arrangement witli China for a period of 
years after the war. He added that 
'there was not tlie slightest doubt that 
ihe .raiiauese wiiuhl maintain the open 
door and refrain from active interfer- 
ence of tho Jilauchurian government, 
lis they had declared at. the beginning 
of -hostilities.

The lOmiicror in bis decision <'nnccde3 
two iioints: 'i'lie snspiuision of the con- 
scriplion act, until H)(»8; when tho whole 
([uestion will be siibuiitted to tho Diet, 
and ill lieu of military service E'inlnnd 
Avill have to pay a oontribtltion of-$2,- 
OOD.ODO in the same way as tho Miiasnl- 
mans of the C/aucasus pay instead of 
furnishing recruits. In this nuitter the 
Kinperor went beyond the rGconiiiicndn- 
tions of the Russian senate, to wliicdi 
t lie .petition was submitted, and acted 
upon the aclvice of Prime .lolin Oholeii- 
sky, the ( Joveriior-( Icneral of h'inhiiid, 
who favored coneiwsion |o l''iniiish ))iil>- 
lie oiiinion. The lOmperor has conceded 
the point of the irroniovaliilily of judges. 

Finns Not Satisfied

MORE ON- CO-OPERATION. 

Yesterday we referii.'d at some length 
to tlio advantages of co-operation for the 
purpose or identifying the interests of 
the employee "with- those;.oftt^e employ- 
er, or in other words the interests of 
those whose capital are their labor and 
those whose capital 'are their cash ac- 
count. The article to which wo referred 
in the Quarterly Kevieiy gives sereral 
concrete examples of the ■working out of 
this principle. The first referred to is 
that of the South :Mi-(roi)olitau Gas- 
works Company, the Manager of which 
was Sir George Livesey, a gentleman 
who had pronounced .and* progressive 
views on the subject. In 1S80 lie obtain- 
ed the consent of hi.^ board to a scheme 
of profit-sharing between employers and 
employed. The plan -was explained to 
the leaders of the workmen, .who approv- 
ed; but the memhors of the Gas Stokers' 
Union decided to consult with that or- 
ganization before accepting. The union 
refuscid. its wipsent. ,,The,Jstpl£ep, who 
numbered . about twq^ thotisandi'it'cfused 
the offer, and the others, numbering one 
thousand, accepted. Those who accept- 
ed were obliged to sign an agreement to 
woric for twelve montlis ou the cbndition 
that any man might leave oil giving, one 
week's notice with the approval of the 
engineer. This was the point which in- 
curred the opposition of the uuion. The 
union demanded i.that the company , should 
discharge the workmen "vvh6,'4io3;iaccept- 
ed the profit-sharing sclieme'C ' "Ilpon ijthe 
refusal of this demand,.',a.vstrike WAS,j^e- 
clared which cost the company , clpse ^p- 
on $500,000; .but in the eudti'twas victor- 
ious, and the'-profit-shariug scheme ■was 
carried into full effect. The sum of 
2s. 8d. per thousand feet was taken as 
the standard price of gas; and for every 
penny per thousand feet below that sam 
for which the gas could be sold, the"o01- 
cors and workmen were to bo entitled 
to an annual bonus of 1 per cent., ufter- 
ivards increased to. l^j per cent, on thoir 
wages. At^ the outsefc the actual cost of 
gas was 2s. 3d! pec thousand feet, or 5d. 
below the standard; and tliis ollowed a 
bonus of 5 per cent, on annual wages. 
To convince the employees of the bona 
fides of .thCi offer it -{va^ made/rjelrpfpec^^ 
live for , three years; each man who had 
'been three years in tlie company's em- 
ployment -was crcditeil with a sum aver- 
aging 3 per cent, per annum ou his 
wages during the preceding years. This 
sum amounting to nearly £7,000, which 
was termed the "nest-egg," was not 
withdrawabie for five years. Half of 
the annual bonus accruing to each work- 
man after 1889 was -withdrawable iu 
cash as soon as it became due. As a 
matter of fact, however, nearly all of 
the bonus was left, in tlie hands of the 
eonipany. In lSU;i, out of £28,000 credit- 
ed to the bonus account, half of which 
had to be invested iu stock and the other 
hiiir withdrawable, only T per cent, of 
the latter was taken out, or ii'^ per cenl. 
of the total. As an illustration of the 
advantages of the scheme the original 
amount of nearly £7,000 in 1889 had 
grown in IDO.'i fi a grand total of about 
i;2i;."i,(l()l), the larger part of wlii.-h wan 
held in the company's stock, the rest be- 
ing allowed to accumulate on a deposit 
bearing interest. 'Between two and three 
thousand of the company's employees 
owiK-d stoek varying fr:HU five to live 
hundred pounds, and the relations which 
exist between the company and the em- 
ployees were of the most satisfactory 
ch.'U'aetor in every respect. The exam- 
ple of the South -Metropoliti'.n Gusvvuiks 
Company has been followed hy the Cry- 
stal Palace District Gas Company, which 
started co-partnership iu 189-1, and plac- 
ed about £20,000 worth of stock in the 
hands of its employees. 

Reference is next made to the French 
co-partnership scheme adopted at Guise 
by M. Jean Haptisto Andre Godiii, who 
founded the great eo-operative iron 
works. Godin was the son of u village 
blacksiuith who, early in life, started on 
his own account. He was filled with 
enlhusiasni in regard to iiuproviug the 
condition of his felhnv workmen, and 
being u man of great business aptitude, 
inventive, practical and euergetic, mot 
with 'great Success in his undertakings. 
He proceeded from IS.'jC to build up "one 
of till! most complex and co-'.)perative 
establishments in existence." His plan 
provided ?uoti only -for the pfirtj[<jlpatibn 
by the' workmen iii the profltM of the 
business, but provided lor all their 
wants and wishes fiom the cradle to thn 
grave. The details of his scheme are 
too elaborpto to be .described here, but 
the coiiditious whit'h he created arc al- 
most idf.'iil. The nikin features of his 
.seheiiio rested ou the ' association of la- 
bor,' capital and Uilent; to each of wliich 
a rdofinite' sbare'.ofithOiiprofltSi w-as 'al- 
lowed; Net profits were divided in four 
))iirt.s; one-fourth was allowed to brain 
workers and l lirec-fouiths Ijetwoon lalior 
and capital, llandsouio sums were paid 
to anyone who brought useful inventions 
before the Board. In the year 1880 il 
deed was drawn fii proviile for the 
gi-ndiial IraiiHrerenre by sale of I he whole 
businoKK, then valued at £180,000, to vhe 
nBspciated workmen, Godin died In 
1888 and the business orlglnatetl by him 
still grows and llourishcs upou its origln- 
t'.I plan. 

There are many of her notable iustnn- 
ee,s of co-oii(!riith-e industry in Great Brl- 
tais and on the Continent, but it is uot 



even necessary to go so far -afield for 
examples of Its success. ■^VeiihavCyn 
British Columbia an illustration ^iri' the 
plan adopted by the British Columbia 
Electric Railway Company, the employ^ 
ecs of which receive uu annual bonus 
bearing a relation to the prolits. It has 
dpno much towards smoothing the rela- 
tions between the company -and the em- 
ployees, and has ever since been- satis- 
factory. 

We referred to the co-operative prin- 
ciples iu Ireland. Ireland is not an in- 
dustrial country in the sense which Eng- 
land and France are, as excluding Ulster 
it is almost exclusively agricultural. The 
apostle of the co-operative moveii,ent 
there is Sir Horace Pluukett. , through 
v.-hose offorts the results aoliififjSjJ^iiT® 
mainly duo. '^'he problem of success in 
Ireland was rendered extremely dimcult 
from the character of the people, who 
lacked many of the qualities of the Eng- 
lish and the Scotch, so essential to suc- 
cess in commerce and industry. The 
keynote, however, of Sir Horace Plun- 
kett's policy W'.i3 taking advantage of 
what was termed "that-associative - in- 
stinct ivhio'h is so uotlcea'l|le''tinV'f4S^" 
men." The instinct of "the Irishman is 
to be gregarious rather than individual, 
or in other words the tribal instinct is 
strong, and, therefore, peculiarly fr.vor- 
ablc to co-operation properly directed. 
As was pointed out yesterday, the move- 
mciit, so far, has been extremely suc- 
cessful in connection with dairying and 
in the formation.of credit associations 
for the purpose of..obtaiu}ug cheap mon- 
ey. A large number of Raiffeiscn banks 
and agricultural societies for supplying 
small farmers with standard seeds, nian- 
urcs, feeding stuffs, coal, agricultural im- 
plements, etc., at the lowest price and 
for the improvement of stock, were es- 
tablished. The principle of the credit as- 
sociations in question is based on com- 
munal credit by which "the apparent 
miracle of giving solvenpy to a commun- 
ity composed almost entirely of insolvent 
individuals" is .performed. The mem- 
bers of the association aro jointly and 
severally responsible for the debts in- 
curred by every.one.of thmV Through 
the managing commitice amounts are 
borrowed from a chartered "hank at -l or 
5 per cent, and loaned out at 5 or per 
cent., the difference covering the cost of 
administration.. One woujdjtoiflgina-that 
in communities, especially iu IrcUud, 
whore the individual lucmbers are very 
poor and somutiiues reckless with money, 
the risk of repayment would be consid- 
erable, but -.eiSerieneft /.hasf shownif^^at 
out of the 205'bauk8 that Have been es-' 
lublishcd not one shilling of loss has been 
incurred, and the statement is made that 
"tho -debt'laden Irish peasant farmer 
|-vi;M 'fot;toiriy i very- ahxious to conceal his 
indelitcdniis, but h^ fs .quite' proud ot,|>e^ 
ing a boi-royv^r.frpm.the new hanks, as 
the fact is a testimonial, to honesty and 
industry."' ' ' '• 

The co-operative dairy system in Ire- 
land is based upon that of Denmark, 
which has furnished the model for more 
than one country in this respect, and as 
co-operation amoug farmers, v.ith 
definite objects- in view, is now 
a live subject in British Colum- 
bia we shall have further to say iu re- 
spect to it. In order to instruct the 
people in proper.methods, ©anish experts 
w-ere brought over to Ireland for tho 
purpose of grading, selecting and pack- 
ing of eggs for export and also, in the 
manufacture and handling of dairy pro- 
,id«etB. ;,f,iClie whole. Bu.bject, so frausht 
'witii pbsslijilities for 'this Province, is 
well worth careful consideration of all 
interested in labor problems, which have 
been forced on us, and in the industrial 
development of the country. .

It ts the^various Banner corps, Man- 
,chu aSiwell as Mongol, and Chinese 
Bamsennan quartered at Pekin and its 
Immediate vicinity, that are to be given 
the most attention'; they -are most in 
need of reform, for the other forces 
mentioned 'have already ' been armed 
with a modem rifle. Up to the end 
of l^ebruary the authorities had suc- 
ceeded in providing some twenty-eight 
battalions of B.-.nnermon with either 
Mannllcher or Mauser rilles, not count- 
ing a force of 7,000 Manchus who were 
equippod with these modem rifles since 
1902. Now 30,000 rilles are being re- I 
celved to arm the Banner corps at 
I'ekln, without which the defences of I 
the Chinese capital -would not lie com- 
plete, and instructions have been telo- 
gr.-iplied by the Manclm civil and mili- 
tary oflicials at li.e t^-iijital lo the small 
arm factories In the Yanglse provinces 
to lo.so no time In 

Making tho Necessary Rifles 
while, at the same time, contracts are 
being made with the agents of for- 
eign arm-inanufucturing companies for 
many thousands more. ' 

When tho troops mentioned have 
been satisfactorily armed, tho atten- 
tion of the authorities will l>e tiujied 
to the other forces; In fiict, it now 
seems as if China, tlie drowsy old 
giant, is lieginning to awake, and al- 
though slow, it is arming to be ready. 
It must be midcrstood tli,'i.t the JSan- 
ner troops mentioned as In ]>rocess of 
roarmanumt are only those who liave 
been selected during the last eighteen 
months to fo^-m tlie nucleus of a for- 
olgii-niodelled sirniy for the protection 
of I'ekm.

phtzed briefly on the economic problem, 
reaching the conciusion-tHat If the So- 
cialist' members wanted to reform the 
world It was well and good, but that 
their views' were not calculated to en- 
courage the investment of capital, 
without which the great district of 
Cariboo would continue to decline and 
die. He discu.ssed siiorlly the linuii- 
clal statement, taking the ground that 
it was dishonest of the government to 
assume that a surplus existed whereas 
the balimce was really oi» the wrong 
.?lde. Tho people were not prepared 
to applaud such surpluses. They want- 
ed to sec expondiluro, and the develop- 
ment of industry In the province The 
Incoino derived by the gentleman ap- 
liolnled to collect revenues In Cariboo 
was almost as much as the amount 
expended in the district for public 
works. He described the condition that 
the two Socialist members see fit to 
support the govemirient-, as "an un-

Jlr. Hen(l-?r.son contlnuid the debate 
when tho House reassembled. lie remark- 
ed upon what "he conceived to be tho uu- 
entbuslastlc delivery of the Jllnlster of 
Finance, which he attributed to tho de- 
liresslng nature ot the material with which 
he had to deal. Owing to the government 
the legislature had accomplished nothing 
during the present session.

He 
adduced an argument to show that If tho 
Assessment -Vet had remained as Jt was 
v.-!:cii the govcrnu-.ent acceded to ofticc, 
owing to allegedly lax adniinlst ration ot 
the coUectlou service they would li.-^ve 
realized about $18,000 less than what 
Avould hqTc been obtained by their prede- 
cessors, lie pointed to the continued pay- 
ment of per cent. Interest on the bank 
ovenlraft as another mark of bad busi- 
ness iiianiigeiueat. Ho made couipi, rl.sons. 
between I'ipendlturo in tU-s province and 
In New Hrunswk'k, under various U'.ids, 
such as printing and stationery, postage 
and oxpres.sag-.', telephones and other .ser- 
vices to supiurt a suggestion of extrava- 
gance. The si'.Iai-j- iniiil to the secretary ot 
the r.oard of Health, he thought, wan too 
I.irgc. and the cost of adniliilstratlon ot 
justice was a-.iscoiitible to retrenchment. 
He nllege<l that out of SUO voters In I.U- 
looet at tho late election, about 'MO were 
employees ot the government. Ue talked 
along In a courersattonal- way. --picking ut> 
Ilttlo odds and ends for comment. Dur- 
ing one of these passages he woke the At- 
torney-Ceneral up wlUi a remark that his 
conduct ot afi'alrs last year bad been so 
strenuous that he liad to take a lioliday 
afterwards. At tlils .stage there were nine 
members pn'sciu on the government side 
and eleven empty chairs opposite. Mr. 
Henderson apparently discovering a pos- 
sibility of being left alone to address the 
chair, lesumed his ceat. 

SQiciAttorneyrGenetal replied .brlcOy, bo- 
gliiDiag wlti a. deToht iBplratlon, that the 
province would never be orr-amentcd with 
tho member for Yale as flniuice minister.
